K. W. Wilsen, British Naval 
Gives His Estimate of the Ameri- 
can Sea Fighter.

It is possible that after the battle came his 
hardest task. A great leader in war, espe- 
cially in naval war, where other nations’ 
fleets may at any moment appear upon the 
scene, must be a diplomatist as well as a 
man of action. By his tact and self-re- 
straint in presence of a powerful German 
squadron, the attitude of which, as every 
American officer who has returned from the 
Philippines has testified, was provocative in 
the extreme, he rendered his country fresh 
services. Nothing was to be gained by a 
quarrel with Germany, but Dewey, by his 
firmness, was able to teach Admiral Died- 
richs his place without quarreling. — 


Hie Handling of Aguinaldo. 

Again, in his handling of Aguinaldo, Dewey 
showed extreme foresight and circumspec- 
tion. He carefully refrained from any prom- 
ises; his dispatches prove that he never com- 
mitted himself to the Filipinos, and that his 
attitude was one of elightly benevolent neu- 
trality, but of neutrality throughout. It is 
difficult to repress the belief that if the man- 
agement of affairs at Manila had been left in 
his strong and capable hands the Filipino 
war would have been averted. His tact and 
the confidence felt in him by all who had 
dealings with him would have enabled him 
to concillate the insurgents. The measures 
and negotiations by which he brought about 
the final surrender of General Jaudenes de- 
serve especial praise. 
Dewey could have accomplished all he 
wanted by a theatrical bombardment of 
Manila, but he preferred to spare the lives of 
the helpless non-combatants in the city to 
adding anotber wreath to his laurels. In 
particular he took steps to prevent any in- 
terchange of fire between the heavy guns in 
the Luneta battery and the monitor Mon- 
terey, and thereby showed himself as merci- 
ful and humane as he was bold and decided 
in battle.

Cycle Racing at Tattersall’s Is Con- 
ducted Under Disadvantages. 
The dizzy little nine-lap track at Tatter- 
sall's saw some exciting racing last night, 
but misfortune seemed to follow the mana- 
gers. The paced racing of the night before, 
coupled with the fall that broke the machine

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SENATOR CULLOM HOLDS OUT. 


Negotiations for the Peace Conference 
with Governor Tanner Bear No 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Springfield, III., Sept. 28.—[Special.}—Un- 
less Governor Tanner and Senator Cullom 
can be brought together in an agreement to 
— each other the State organization 

will probably cut loose from both of them 
and put a new set of candidates in the field, 
The opinion prevails that Cullom cannot 
be brought into a deal. 

A committee consisting of organization 
leaders was busy tonight trying to negotiate 
for a peace conference. It comprised Sen- 
ator O. F. Berry, E. F. Lord of Peoria, 


} Charles Works, Rockford; Senator Aspin- 


wall, Freeport; M. A. Williamson, Gales- 
burg; Theo. Chapman, Jerseyville; A. C. 
Mathews, Pittsfield: Senator Townsend, 
Galesburg; Thomas W. Scott, Fairfield; and 
Charles 8. Rannells. 

These men have taken it upon themselves 
to harmonize the Governor and Senator Cul- 
lom. The proposition they make is that 
unless Senator Cullom will stand for Tan- 
ner’s renomination and election the organ- 
ization will attempt to defeat him. It will 
also sidetrack Mr. Tanner and probably take 
up Speaker Lawrence T. Sherman as the 
organization candidate for Governor. The 
rumor is out, too, that Colonel Isaac L. EI- 
wood of De Kalb is likely to be put forward 
as the choice for Senator Cullom’s seat in 
the Upper House of Co 

These developments are the result of two 
days’ earnest exchange of reports as to con- 
ditions all over Illinois regarding the senti- 
ment for and against Governor Tanner, The 
anti-Tanner ‘sentiment is shown to be so 
strong that his friends. now concede that it 
would be at least a risky move to renomi- 
nate him unless he has the unqualified sup- 
port of Senator Cullom. But the organiza- 
tion leaders say they will not give Mr. Tan- 
ner up and at the same time remain loyal to 
the senior Senator. 

More than 500 party workers have called 
on Congressman Reeves during the last 
three days and said that they were with 
him in his candidacy for the Gubernatorial 
nomination. None of these men is a State 
officer. None of them has the benefit of 
State patronage. They protest, further- 
more, that there fs no hope of reward be- 
hind their desire to see Mr. Reeves the 
party’s standard bearer next year. 

While it has not been definitély settled 
that Speaker Sherman will be the residuary 
legatee of Governor Tanner’s ambitions, he 
Is being talked of more than any other man. 

However, J. H. Hamlin of Shelbyville, 
Congressman Prince of Galesburg, John M. 
Smyth, and one or two others are regarded 
as strong men from among whom to se- 
lect a candidate. In fact, there is a deal 
of quiet talk in favor of bringing Mr. Smyth 
out if he can be induced to enter the race. 

The hopé of getting Senator Cullom to join 
forces with Tanner is so small that the or- 
ganization managers are going beyond the 
Governorship in considering the situation 
and talking about other places on the ticket. 
They want Senator Fred A. Busse of Chi- 
cago for State Treasurer, but he is fighting 
shy of the offices that are being held out to 
** now.

CHIEF KIPLEY’S ORDER TO SHOOT. 

The recent turning over to the Ten- 
nessee authorities of Edward Curtis, an 
escaped negro prisoner, by Private Detec- 
tive Washington—also colored—after he had 
for seven year’ lived an upright life in this 
eity, will hardly evoke applause, especial 
ly since its only motive was a $25 reward 
and possibly the hope of an enhanced 
reputation for detective ability. 

In dealing, however, with the indigna- 
tion aroused among Washington’s neigh- 
bors by his act, Chief Kipley appeare to 
have given him instructions which not only 
ili befit the lips of an official appointed 
to preserve order, but proceed upon the 
precise principle of mob rule and private 
justice. If Washington’s own statement 
be taken, he was ordered by the Chief o 
Police, whose protection he had sought, 
to “shoot any one who tried to molest 
him and to keep shooting as long as they 


came.” | 

Such glibness and alacrity in handling 
the word “shoot” would be alarming ia 
the case of a private citizen; but when 
used by the man charged with the public 
peace of a great city it becomes cause for 
deep apprehension, not to say eharp re- 
proof. Such a direction is not only as dis- 
tinet a breach of publi¢ order when given 
by the Chief of Police as it would be if 
given by any private citizen, but the in- 
creased gravity of the former offense cor- 
responds to the high authority with which 
it is clothed. | | 
| If Washington was in personal danger 
—a fact not only demonstrated later, but 
| sufficiently indicated by the issue of such 
an injunction—then it was the duty of 
the Chief of Police to take all requisite 
measures for his protection. t to send 
him away with the instructions to pro-

The return to a Tennessee 
prison of the escaped con- 
Enforcement vict Curtis was in strict ac- 
_ cordance with law. He had 
not served out his sentence 
and therefore not undergone the full 
measure of punishment for the offenses 
which sent him to the penitentiary. The 
man who hunted him up and got the reward 
offered for his capture and whom the colored 
people on the South Side would like to lynch 
played the part of a “ law-abiding citizen " 
as well as that of an informer, But it is 
doubtful whether the ends of justice have 
been subserved by the capture of this run- 
away convict. According to modern theories 
imprisonment is to reform men as wel as to 
punish them. The hope js now that the dis- 
charged convict, having learned the wicked- 
ness or unprofitableness of crime, will pro- 
ceed to earn ah honest living. This colored 
man Curtis seems to have reformed without 
waiting to serve out his whole term. He 
has been working hard for some years at a 
respectable business and has supported him- 
self, and his wife comfortably. Whatever he 


may have beer in Tennessee, in Illinois he 


has been a useful member of society. 
Whether he will be one after he is dis- 
charged from the prison pen to which he has 
been recommitted is questionable. It is quite 
possible that he will not be, and that he will 
be discharged punished but not reformed. In 
that event the ends of justice will have been 
badly served. The life of one man will have 


converted into a criminal. The indignation 
of the Chicago colored men at the return of 


Curtis to the penitentiary is not so unreason- 


able. He is something besides an escaped 
convict. He is a man who has been leading 


an honest life since his escape.

_ EVILS OF OVERCAPITALIZATION. | 
Robert B. Pattison of Pennsylvania, who 
was once Democratic Governor of that 
State, finds nothing objectionable in the 


rovercapitalization of corporations. He 
says: “A man buys an article at his own | 


peril. The public buys stocks at its own 
peril. It is no duty of the government to 
protect them or to reimburse them for their 
own lack of foresight. That is sound Dem- 
ocratic doctrine.” 
This last statement may be true. Mr. 
Bryan, who fs the fountainhead of Demo- 
eratie doctrine just now, does not seem to 
take enough interest in the question of over- 
capitalization to propose an effective meth- 


od of putting an end to it. But it is not 


sound Republican doctrine that men shall 
be allowed tp print infinite quantities of 
securities with nothing behind them, and 
then, by making false representations as 
to their value, work them off on ignorant 
investors. The Maxim of “ caveat emptor ” 
is a good one, The buyer of any article is 
required to exercise some degree of caution 
ahd common sense. . But that excellent 
maxim, which was thought out before the 
day of industrial and railroad chromos, does 
not apply to the purchaser of the corporate 
securities with which the market has been 
flooded of late. A would-be buyer cannot 
investigate the affairs of mammoth corpo- 
rations. He has to act on “ information 
and belief.” Too often the information is 
false. The deceived purchaser is remedi- 
less. To bring suit against the parties who 
have deceived him will cost more than he 
recovers if he wins his suit. 


But overcapitalization is more than a 


mere means of swindling investors. It adds 
fuel to the flames of speculation. These 
watered stocks are traded in extensively. 
They are deposited with the bariks as secur- 
ities for loans, . After a period of wild spec- 
ulation comes a day of violent reaction. 
Thére is à turmoil in the money market as 
well as the stock market. The banks try 
to realize on the watered securities they 


hold and find themselves unable to do so 
sometimes. ey are unable to accommo- 
date business borrowers, because they have 


loaned their funds to speculators. If there 
is not a genuine panic, which upsets busi- 
ness-men as well as speculators and injures 
the corporations which are not overcapital- 
ized as well as those which are, it is a mir- 
acle, | 

Overcapitalization harms the community 
as well as the individual. Therefore it is 


the duty of national and State governments 


to prohibit capitalization in excess of money 
actually invested, or the fair cash value of 


| the plants taken over. Then investors will 


not be cheated so often and stock specula- 
tion will be less active and dangerous.

The influence of the 
new vehicles, added to that of the army of 
bicyclists, can scarcely fail to have a 
tremendous effect in favor of smoother 
streets and ter country roads. It seems 
only a matter, of a short time before motor 
carriages will be in use by thousands. In 
addition to the extensive manufacturing 
plans of the Elkins-Widener syndicate there 
has just been established an equally strong 
company which promises to turn out from 
its Chicago s 145 motor carriages a 
day, and which will start in with more orders 
than it can fill in six months. The auto- 
mobile exhibition at Tattersall’s in this city 
has brought out more than sixty types of 
self-propelling vehicies. The proposed auto- 
mobile race from Chicago to Milwaukee is 
in itself an example of the way in which the 
new vehicles will have a direct bearing upon 
the country roads as well as upon the city 
streets. Practically all the motor carriages 
will have rub or pneumatic tires. Mud 
roads and city paving stones are deadly 
enemies of such tires. As fast as the oid 
iron-shod vehicles give way to the new ones 
there will be an increasing demand for good 
gravel roads and asphalt streets, and it will 
be a demand from a class of people that gen- 
erally gets what it wants. The railways 
and trolley lines have rather retarded the 
cause of good roads and smooth streets, but 
the bicycles and automobiles are introducing 
a new and powerful element that is prac- 
tically certain to work à most desirable revo- 
lution in the next few years. 


DAWES ON CURRENCY REFORM. 
Controller of the Currency Dawes says, 
in an article jn the October Forum, that 
“the chief in currency reform which 
the, friends of sound money hope for and 
expect from ‘next Congress are: (1) 
The declaration for the gold standard, and 


2) the enactment of the Presidential rec- 


ommendation that legal tender notes re- 
deemed in gold shall not be paid out ex- 
cept for gold, and that a portion of the 
gold holdimgs shall be placed in a trust 
fund to be used exclusively for the re- 
demption of greenbacks. 

The act of 1873 made the gold dollar 
of 23 1-5 grains of pure gold the unit of 
value and thus made gold the standard. 
But there are half a billion legal tender 
silver dollars whose bullion value is less 
than half that of the “unit of value.” 
There are in circulation legal tender notes 
to the amount of 400 million dollars. 
Should the government fail to redeem those 
notes in gold on demand or fail to keep 
its silver dollars at gold par, the gpld 
standard would be lost in spite of the law 
making the gold dollar the unit of value. 
Hence the need of a deelaration that the 
word “dollar” when used in public or 
private contracts and obligations means a 
dollar with the purchasing power of 23 1-5 


grains of gold, When a dollar has been 
defined thus, 4 depreciated currency can- 


not defraud creditors. 

The chief merits of the President's cur- 
rency plan, in the opinion of the Control- 
ler, are ite simplicity, which enables the 
people to understand it easily; the break- 
ing of the endless chain,” with no.contrac-

Had that reserve not 
been drawn on for debt-paying purposes 
the creditors of the government would have 
been unpaid for a time, but there would 
not have been that rapid exhaustion of 
the reserve which gtimulated the subse- 
quent demand for gold redemption and 
intensified the fear of the government being 
unable to keep its currency at par. 

The Oontroller does not exaggerate when 
he says there seems to be an almost unani- 
mous consensus of opinion among the 
friends of sound money that the Presi- 
dent’s plan should be the foundation of 
the coming legislative reform of the cur- 
rency.

Apropos of the Rt.-Hon. Joseph's portfolio in 
the Cabinet, a current historian writes: Great 
Britain having succeeded in establishing the most 
extensive colonial empire of ancient or modern 
times, it is patent that the office Mr. Chamberlain 
occupies is no sinecure. This was not always 
the case however. A Secretary of State for 
the Colonies was first appointed in 1768, but there 
was. so little for him to do that the office was 
abolished in 1782. From then till 1801 the Home 
Secretary superintended the gavernment of the 
colonies, and from 1801 till 1854 the colonial 
work fell or the Secretary of War. Early in 
the "50s it was felt that the Great White Queen's 
possessions abroad had grown to such an extent 
as to necessitate the reéstablishment of the 
Colonial department, of which the famous Sir 
George Grey was installed as head. Lord Lytton 
and Henry Labouchere (afterwards Lord Taun- 
ton) and others have in turn been Colonial 
taries.’’—Philadelphia Inquirer. |
